Afl  a  |  rt  of  this  im  resolve  exercise, tuere  has  been 
assigned  to  me  the  very  gre-t  honor  of  oeiivering  the  me  orial 
address.  I  shouls  have    referred  that  some  abler  and  more 
elo ,uent  speaker  had  been  selected  for  this  duty;  but, at  the 
same  time,!  cheerfully  and  willingly  &tteapt  to  com. xy, 
assuring  you  that  every  word  that  1  sha^i  speak  will  come 
straight  from  the  heart, born  out  of  a  deep  love  for  the  man 
whose  gentle. love-lit  eyes  seem  to  be  looking  from  that  picture. 

ir.iiernheim  was  \y ''warm  ]  erson-1  friend.  1  knew  him  for  many 
years j  and  to  know  him  was  to  love  him,  uir  friendship  dated 
from  the  moment  of  our  first  iC  u-int ^nce,and  was  ^evcr 
disturbed.  We  were  intimately  ited  in  church  and  synodical 

work, in  which  we  both  took  ,n  -ctive  intoeest.    I  frequently 
visited  him  in  his  home, especially  during  his  latter  days. 
Just  a  few  days  before  he  died,!  w  s  sitting  by  his  bedside, 
in  conversation  with  him, and  1  shall  never  forget  the  lieavenly 
light  that  shined  through  his  countenance  as  we  together  rerouted 
the  &|  sties  dreed    nd  the  -ords  Prayer.    ;nd  it  was  in 
com; ~i -nee  with  his  own  revest  that  I  deiiv  red  the  sermon 
at  his  funeral  services  in  St*l3*rk*a  Lutheran  Church, Charlotte,. :.C. 

The  Reverend    chn  nermann  I -ernheim  v;as  a  Jew,  the  eldest 
son  of  a  distinguished  Jewish  family  of  iiechingen  I  rixici; .ality, 
uohenzoiicrn, in  the  southern     rt  of  uermany.  ne  was  a  graduate 
of  one  of  the  celebrated  German  universities, -..as  a  thorough 
scholar, f  ;.  lii  ^r  with  oever-1  languages  which  he  sx  ^ke  fluently, 
and  was  an  i.c credited  poet,  ihe  origional  Mss  of  some  of  his 
^ems  are  still  in  possession  of  his  desee ..dents,    nis  ..rents 
were  very  devout    ..d  earnest  in  their  Jewish  f-ith,and  were  very 
desirous  that  their  son  should  become  a  Jewish  Rabbi.  In 
com^li  nee  with  their  wishes  and  in  obedience  ro  their  commands 
he  began  his  studies  with  that  end  in  view;  but, while  studying 
the  Greek  New  Testament, the  noiy  sA  irit  carried  the  message  home 
to  his  heart, convincing  him  of  its  truth,  and  converting  him 
to  Christianity,     hen  his  parents  learned  this  fact, they  were  much 
surxrised    nd  sorely  grieved,  nd  earnestly      d  persistently 
besought  him  to  c*st  aside  the  Christian  faith  and  remain  a  aevout 
Jew.  but  when  he  persisted  in  his  f  ith  in  Jesus  Christ  as  the

true  iaessiwxh  and  refused  to  yield  to  their  entreaties, they 
bainished  hira  from  their  home, and  disowned  him  as  their  son. 

Thus  bereft  of  his  parents  and  driven  from  his  home, he 
sought  a  home  and  friends  elsewhere,   .to  j ing  in  his  journey 
to  -*sk  for  I  .dging  for  the  night, at  the  CastlB  of  Count  Von 
der  i.ecke  Voiiqper stein, he  was  kindly  received  and  entertained. 
The  Count, who  was  a  Christian  .aid  a  Lutheran, was  much  moved 
by  his  story, .nd  trovidcd  a  home  for  him, and  the  means  of 
su  pert, by  employing  him  as  tutor  to  his  children, while  he, himself , 
instructed  him  in  the  doctrines  of  the  Lutheran  Church.  The 
young  man  not  having  been  ba  tized,the  Count  sent  him  to  the 
celebrated  :\ev.Karl  .  -gust  _oering,the  great  gifted  hymn  writer, 
who  b^tized  him  in  the  church  m%  Llberfi eld,  where,  in  due  time, 
he  was  solemnly  ordained  as  an  Lvangelical  Lutheran  minister 
of  the  Cos.  el  of  Jesus  Christ.  For  a  number  of  years  he  very 
successfully  labored  as  missionary  to  the  Jews, under  the 
direction  and  control  of  the  ^-ndon  missionary  Society.  I  is 
w~rk  eventually  took  him  to  Xseriohm  in  the  Province  of 
^estph-liu, { ^russla , where  in  1827, he  was  mar.  ied  to  <,iss  ^izetta 
Le.lmonn. 

..hile  stial  living  in  Germany , there  were  born  to  these 
parents  three  cailCren.  Got.hardt  ~eii?nann,of  whom  1  shall  *j  eok 
more  j.  articuiarly;  Lathilda,who  lived  and  ^ied  a  maiden  lady 
and  who  is  buried  in  magnolia  Cemetery, Charleston, &« C. ;  and 
Charles  Hermann, who  was  a  i-utheran  minister, well  anown  in  the 
Carolinas  for  many  years.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Couth  Carolina 
Synod  at  Bethlehem  Church,  8.  C, November  13, 1355, -aid  was 
ordained  by  the  same  Synod  ,ay  I  ine  Grove  Church,  S .  C, October 
31,1858.  xie  dies  and  was  buried  at  Conover,  BL  C. , -January  20,1900, 
at  the  age  of  69  years, 9  months,  and  14  days.  Gw  served  churches 
in  the  south  Carolina, i(orth  Carolina,    ind  Tennessee  Synods. 

In  1332  the  f a,  ily  emigrated  to  ^morica.  Here  four  more 
children  were  given  them.  Selma,who  became  *Jrs.H.  parish, who  lies 
buried  at  Charleston,  S.  C.   a vine  Carolina,  ho  married  the 

ev.John  a. Porter  a  mister  of  the  ...  Church  ^uth,ond  who  is 
buried  at  Bermettsville,  5.  C.  SmmanLizetta,whu  became  the  wife 
of  the  well  know  musician^  r.J.F.Ruekert, of  Washington,  D«  C. ; and 

feline,  who  died  in  infancy. 

The  family  first  settled  in  .  .^izabethtown, Perm. , and  in  1833 
the  f-ther,the  ..ev.John  iiermann  ^emheim,was  received  as  a  member 
of  the  ^inisterium  of  Pennsylvania, the  nev .Geiseahainer  being 
j  resident  of  the  body  at  that  time,  i-ater,  having  p  urchased  a  s  .ai 
farm, he  removed  to    .estern  i  enn.  ,  ,nd  became  the  pastor  of 
congregations  In    .r>.  strong  County.  Sometime  after  he  removed  to 
Kittanning,and  stl^I  i.ter  to  'Newberry:.,  or  t,*.. ass. ,  where  he  served 
as  missionary  to  the  Jews, and  where, in  a  few  short  .  oabhs,he  ended 
his  earthly  career    nd  entered  into  his  reward  in  heaven,  .  e;  te;  ber 
27, 1847, at  the  age  of  47  years. 
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The  Reverend  doctor  GotUiardt  Lellmann  Bernheim,  aie  eldest 
child  of  this  family, was  born  at  iserlohm, Province  of  .est_.halia, 
I russia, November  8, 1827, and  was  about  four  and  one-half  years  old 
when  the  family  came  to  ..merica.  At  the  age  of  five  years  he  was 
entered  as  a  pu.il  in  a  i-utheran  1  arochi  il  School  at  LS-izabethtown, 
where  the  family  first  settled,  nere, under  the  instruction  ..f 
..r    obier,he  studeied  snglish,  whixe  his  parents  t.ught  him  Serman. 
From  there, in  1839, he  yyent  to  a  school  in  Indiana,,  enn. ,  where 
where  he  studied  ~atin  under  the  instr  ction  of  a  minister  of  the 
A.  R.  F.  Church, and  mathematics  under  a  ^Jr. Barge, who  boarded 
with  his  father's  family,  iiere  he  had, for  a  fellow  student, the 
celebrated  sr.  Sarhardt,the  father  of  .xs.H. E.Lonroe  of  Washington 
City, S. C. , who  is  widely  known  in  the  Lutheran  Church  of  .erica. 
From  Indiana,  enn., he  went  to  a  school  in  ::ittaruiing,Penn.  ,the 
instructors  wer«  Sr  .Fainter  -nd  a  Lr.aicorn.  The  most  celebrated 
orator  at  t.  at  ti r:e,Dr,McCorn, t-u^ht  him  eiocuti  n  and  the  use 
of  good  English, and  Prof » Sehsidt  g  ve  him  advanced  instruction  in 
German. 

Thus  he  attended  schools  in  Pennsylvania, from  his  fifth  to 
his  eighteenth  year.  Bfl  was  confirmed  on  a  Lutheran  Church  in 
. jrmstrong  County,  I  enn.  ,i  robabiy  by  his  father,  when  he  was  about 
fifteen  years  of  age.  for  some  reason**  ich  I  h-ve  not  been  able 
to  learn,his  parents  decided  to  send  him  c^uth  to  com_ xete  his 
education,    .c  ordingly,in  the  winter  of  1345-6, his  father  took 
him  in  a  sleigh  from  Kittaai&ng  to  iittsburg.  From  there  he  was 
conveyed, in  one  of  those  old  time  st-ge  coaches, to  Cumberland, Ld. 
Thence  he  travelled  by  railway  to  uaitlnore,^d. ,    There  he  took 
passage  on  an  old-time  sailing  vessel  to  Charleston,  S.  C.  xhere 
he  came  under  the  influence  of  that  great  and  good  man, the 
Rev. Dr. John  Bachra,.nn,  thr  ugh  whose  good  of  ices, the  worsen  of 
the  "Ladies  Society"  of  St. Johns  evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of 
Charleston  furnished  the  necessary  means  for  the  compaction  of 
his  education. 

Under  the  instruction  of  Lr.  ^rnest  i-.liazelius,he  spent  four 
years  at  the  Classical  and  Theological  institution  that  had  been 
established  at  Lexington,  S.  C. ,by  the  aouth  Caru.-.lna  Lutheran  Synod, 
which  has  since  become  Newberry  College, at  Newberry, S. C. , and  the 
Theological  Seminary  at  Columbia,  8*  C.  rrom  this  institution  he 
graduated  with  honors  in  1849.  ile  was  licensed  to  preach  in  St. -narews 
Lutheran  Church, Sexin  ton  Sistrict, S.C. , om  Sove  ber  14,lS49,and 
was  ordained  in  St. -Johns  Church, Charleston, S.C. »on  lay  15, 1853, by 
the  South  Carolina  Synod, the  hev.Sr.John  Bachmann  delivering  the 
sermon. 

Dr. Bernheim  was  twice  married:  first, to  liss  ^izabeth  Crowe 
Clayton, at  Charleston,  s.  C.,by  the  Hev.Sr.John  Bachmann, on 
kprll  25,1854.  *..rs.Bernheiin  was  the  only  daughter  of  Savid  and 
Silzabeth  Clayt  n.  xhe  raer.bers  of  the  Ci-yton  family  have  been 
residents  of  Ch  rieston  for  m-ny  years, and  are  numbered  a  ong  the 
first  families  of  the  city.  To  these  . arents  Sod  gave  eight 
children.  Lizetta  Clayton,  born  in  Gha .rieston,  v,.  C.  ,lni3S6, now 
ixs.^o^d  of  Charlottet  K.  C.  .whose  writings  are  well  known  raid  uch 
admired.  She  is  the  third  poet  in  the  family, the  grandfather  the 
i:iev.John  nermann  bernheim, k*¥&*g  feaMi-tke-reetie  .aid  the  father  the 
aev.sr.G.L. bernheim  having  had  the  poetic  taxent  in  a  marked  aegree. 
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Florence  Ernestine, deceased, born  at  Ht«J  leasant,, '.  -J.  ,~ece .::ber 
6,1858.  John  Charles  Lealmann, deceased, born  -.t  B&«i  leasant,,,.  C# , 
u-ctober  14,1860.  Caroline  iinunda , oeceased,bom  at  „hariotte»L.C. » 
in  1862.    Ann-  Eloise, now  »„rs.Serkheimer,of  '.*iir.ington, i-:.C.  , 
born  at  Charlotte, K.C. , in  1864.  Eugene  Clayton, b,ro  at  Ht.FlQ&aant, 
Mm  C. , November  3,136*  and  ba,  tized  in  the  chapel  of  what 
was  then  Morth  Carolina  Co L lege, now  known  as  the  C9ll«giat« 
Institute, on  February  24,1367.  ue  is  a  successful  business  man  of 
Southbridge,Lass. ,  aid  the  originator  of  the  plan  to  present  this 
picture  to  the  Institute,     l.iliiam  Gustavus  of  i  hlladel| hia,;  enn. , 
Oscar  Frederick  of  &ll*n&M&»i  enn. ,  twins, born  in  Ht«Fleamat»H*C*« 
in  1868.     Aims  it  is  seen  i,hat  five  children  were  born  in 
i,.t.  icasant,., .  C. , two  during  Dr.Sernhelm*  s  first  term  of  service 
:  ere  while  he  was  I  resident  of  Pont  *moena  Sernlnary»ao4  three 
during  his  sec.nd  residence  here.  There  are  eleven  grandchildren, 
-nd  two  great  grandchildren  living, 

Iiis  second  marriage  was  at  St..uouis,  Lo.,in  .  pril  1897,  with. 
*.iss  ^manda  slla  Lease, of  i.oko is, 111, who  survives  him  ~nd  is  now 
residing  in  irginia.  Hiere  w  re  no  children  by  this 

second  marri-ge. 

Insmediately  upon  his  licensure  -t  St.  uadrews  Church, ^exinrton 
district,  3.  C.  ,Move  ber  14, 1349,Lr.i;ernheim  was  called  as 
assistant    to  the  I-vev.i,r.  John  Buchmann  who  was  then  pastor  of 
old  St, Johns  Church  in  Charleston, ... c.    This  orfico  he  filled 
to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  boon    eo,  ie  -nd  pastor* for  three  ye  rs; 
and  then, by  the  advice  ans  with  the  assistance  of  Lr. John  Jachnunn, 
he  organized  the  second  ^utheran  ^ngregation  of  Ch-r^eston.  Ihe 
congregation  was  named  Sion  Evangel leal  -u.iicran  church,and 
worshipped  in  a  house  on  ..orris  street.  It  was  upon  the  call  of 
th-t  congregation  that  he  was  ordained  in  135$   that  he  ight 
become  its  ^stor.  The  blessing  of  God  u-on  his  work"  was  soon 
nr.ani fested  to  a  remarkable  degree.  In  the  city  there  was  a 
^ethodist  Protestant  congregation  whose  house  of  worship  was  on 

.entworth  Street.  Ahis  whole  congregation, under  the  influence  of 
DT.Beraheia.and  the  two  congregations  united  under  the  name  of 

entworth  street  evangelical  Lutheran  Church.  ..ince  uhen  the  name 
has  been  changed  to  St.  jadrews  Evangelical  Lutheran  church. 
He  served  that  congregati  n  five  years, and  then  resigned  to 
accept  the  ca^l  of  the  St.. John  Pastorate  of  the  iJorth  Carolina 
cy. -.o4, composed  of  Lt.John  Church  in  Cabarrus  County, P. C.  ,and 
Bethel  Church  in  Stanly  County,  N.  C.    He  served  this  pastorate 
for  two  years, that  is  d  ring  185  -60.     hile  serving  this  . ustcrate 
the  president  of  the  Synod, the  ^ev. J.A.Llna  Sr.*  and  Sr.  ...ernheim 
were  a;  ointed  a  special  co  mittee  to  visit  ,«ilmlngton,K.C. , 
to  look  into  the  possibility  of  est^b  ishin    a  ^utheran  Church 
at  that  t  Lee.  So  successful  were  they  that  the  congregation  was 
organized  on  «.ay  31,1858, under  the  name  of  St. Paul  s  Lvangeiical 
x-utheran  Church,    i-ater  ,  that  is  in  January  1359,  Br.fiemhelB 
organized  St.Matfcs  Church  In  Charlotte, I.. C. 
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louring  the  two  years  thai  ic.Sernheim  was  rastor  of  the 
ot. Johns  Pastorate,  he  was  also  the  fly* rial  a  1  secretary  and 
General  /.gent  for  north  Carol tili  College, -nd  was  very  active  and 
successful  in  securing  funds  to      aist  the  trustees  in  erecting 
two  new  buildings  and  in  —itHTHFtn  endowing  professorships, 
ahe  bui -dings  mentioned  were  the  two  literary  haals,one  of  which 
is  stixl  standing,  Uie  other  naving  been  eestroyed  by  fire  some 
years  ago.     In  1361  ir.Bernheim  -coc;  ted  the  call  to  become 
the  tastor  of  at.„,ark  Church  at  whiirxotte,  IU  C. , which  he  had 
organized  in  1359, and  served  the  same  for  four  years, or  until 
the  close  of  1365.  In  connection  with  his  ivork  Afl  g as  Lor  of 
ot.Matfcks  Church, he  also  served  ~t..  icnaois  _.vant-;eiical  Lutheran 
church  at  iroutman, Irede-1  County  ri*.C.  ,from  1362  to  1665. 

This  was  the  ^eriod  of  the  „ar  Between  the  states.  K*JT 
was  the  all  absorbing  toy ic, , arlyzing  business    nd  distracting 
the  minds  of  the  peopi*  from  eve  ythlng  ease;  money  was  worthless 
and  everything  was  unsettled, so  thai,  it  was  almost  impossible 
to  mpa$  Any  advance  in  the  work  of  the  Church;    .nd  yet, he  left 
St  &arks  in  excellent  conultion, the  foundations  well  laid,nd  the 
organization    re,  ^red  to  grow  aid  .  ro/s^er,  which  it  aid  in 
the  following  years.

was  owned  by  Lr.Bittie  and  his  wife.   ..hile  ^r.tern  -eim  was  p~.stor 
at  Charlotte, he  came  by  purchase  into  possession  of  this 
property;  and  early  in  1866  he  removed  to  Wt »i  leusant  and  took 
charge  of  the  institution.  ..b-.,*tl  L;,is  Lime  the  I^orth  Carolina 
Cynod  w~s  considering  the  queati  n  of  establishing  k  female 
school  somewhere  upon  its  territory.     In  1366  i/r.^ernheim 
pro  osed  to  make  ^,nt  U  oena  un  institution  of  the  Synod* of i ©ring 
to  property  to  the  oynod  for  the  sum  of  |EOO0«00»an4  proposing 
to  become  the  cynod's  agent  for  securing  the  V2Q00.CC  by 
voluntary  contributions, he  agreeing  to  pjry  interest,  nd  taxes 
on  the    ro  erty  as  long  as  he  heic  it  in  his  possession  and 
make  a  legal  title  to  the  oynod  as  Swon  -s  the  §8000*00  should 
be  raised.     ftm  oynod  ac<-e.  ted  his  .-ro.  osition  with  the  conditions 
annexed.    &  £>vard  of  irastoos  was  elected  consisting  of  the 
following  named  .ersans:  ..ev,u. ,  »Bllcl«#I  .  ... ,  ,.ev..u.  C. Groseclose, 
ITnTil  TlnnrtTHMjCfij  t.   — r  ish.2r,and  ..  essrs.  J .  J...isenheimer, 
Alexander  Foil, and  ^-.G.i.eilig.

In  1369  Dr.Bernhei:    -  e  or.ed  the  co-  , ieti  n  of  his  work 
as  Synodical    gent, having  secured  enough  to  .ay  the  V'2„0G.  0, 
and  axi  neceseary  expenses.  1  e  tit^e  to  the  pro  erty  was 
c   .ve;y ed  to  the  ^ynod.  During  the  same  time, while  Lr.Lernueim  k&s 
conducting   .ont  ;imoena»that  is  in  Kay  1367, the  Cynod  &j  ointed 
^r.Lernheim,  i  ..-..oif  ered  <  unci  Ca^.  t . J . h . I i sheT , as  a 

s^eci^x  co  i  A  Ltee  to  organize  a  churchsomewhere  near  Bos  Li  on  'l.-, 
ochooa  i.ouse  in    owan  County, which  whey    ceoifuiished  in  June 
1367, giving  it  the  name  of  , benezer  avangeticai  ^utheran  Church. 
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Lr.3ern.ein  became  the  first  pastor  and  served  the  congregation 
in  co,  section  with  his  *ork  for  Kont  AJCQsnft  S  awl  wry  until  the 
end  of  1869, when  lie  ace^  ted  the  call  to  Lt. Pauls  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Jhurch  it  ..iimington,  H«  C,  which  he  has  assisted  in 
organizing  in    1858.    Bt  served  this  congregation  for  twelve 

years, that  is  from  January  2,187C  to  December  31,1881;  the  congest 
time  that  he  served  Any  church  uuring  his  entire  miidsteriax  life. 

In  the  full  of  1876  hie  health  became  impaired, no  doubt 
the  result  of  the  strenuous  i.bors  in  which  he* had  been  engaged 
for  years,  in  fconse-iUence  of  which  the  congregation    .rented  hXm  a 
vacation,  which  he  Br  oat  traveiliag  In  Lurope.  _uriag  that  tir/.e, 
and  before  he  returned  to   ,merica, that  is  on  June  19,1377, 
Loerth  Jaroiina  Co  LI  eg*  conferred  llpofl  him  the  degree  of  Loctor  of 
Livinity. 

x%  the  close  of  his  services  as  p. star  of  St.Fauls  Jhurch, 
.  lmin^ton,  ...C. ,  he  aoae.  ted  the  ca„i  to  become  the  ^resiuent 
of  iiorth  w-rolina  do i lege  and  professor  of  Be^t.ii  and  Uorai 
sciences,  Hi  story,  teg  I  ish,-u-id  aerm-n  Li  ..erature,  which  indicates 
the  great  vers-tiiity  of  the  m-.n,as  Mil  as  the  arduous  iabars 
upon  which  he  entered,    ue  s:rved  in  that  capacity  a^xing  the 
coiiegiate  ye^rs  of  1882-3,  jnd  then  removed  to  *  hill, sburg, L.J. ,

October  15, 1899, when  he  tendered  his  resignation, on  account  of 
the  infirmaties  of  age,. aid  jpefcwFH«s£  ret. red  fron.  the  active  work 
of  the  ministry.  On  Noverrber  5,18j9  the  congregation  reluctantly 
-ccepted  his  resignation  and  grossed  its  xove  for  hir:,  and  the 
a  preciation  ofl  his  labors, by  unanimously  electing  him  -aster 
L  eri tus.

In  the  midst 
of  his  multitudinous  and  incet oant  xabors  Is  a  Minister  of  the 
Gos/el, reaching  through  sixty-oeven  years, he  found  time  to  develop 
and  exercise  his  taxent  as  fc&  author.  For  some  years  he  edited 
a  magazine  entitled  *At  aame  and  abroad"  which  was  widely  circulated 
and  much  adr.dred.    ne  wrote  -n  exce  ient  history  Of  "She  First

He  published  "Xhe  localities  of  the  reformation" , a  fine  description 
of  his  travels  in  Lurope  while  on  a  vacation. 
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lie  brought  out  the  'History  of  the  SiTMl  Settlements 
in  the  Carolinas" ,  which  has  became  the  standard  for  reference 
in  the  whole  Lutheran  Church  in  .mcrica.  he r with  Lr.G.il.Cox,
